In good times and bad, large sums 
of money will be spent each year 
in any town or city on local im- 
provements, schools, parks and 
public buildings. Town Planning 
points the way to locating these 
services, buildings and facilities so 
that they are adequate and in all 

' ways best Suited for the purpose. 


Grid pattern costly 

Most of our urban communities 
are subdivided on the grid -or 
right-angle pattern, generally with 
all the streets the same width. 
This is a costly type of subdivi- 
sion. Thé streets on the boundaries 
of residential areas should be 
established as thoroughfares to 
carry heavy traffic—those through

Town planning ‘a necessity 
not a luxury. says expert 


(By C. E. JOSLYN, member of the National Council of 
the Community Planning Association of Canada)

The idea is widely held that town planning is a costly 


ending of large sums of money 


for beautification and for ornate public buildings. This idea 


residential areas should be nar-! 


rower and designed to carry light- 
er and slowet traffic. Town plan- 
ning provides for location and 
classification of streets for various 
purposes. When the current pro- 
gram for street improvements is 
related to the over-all plan, mis- 
takes will be avoided in over-de- 
signing or. under-designing for 
both amount and weight of traffic. 


In the location of schools, town 
plahning can save tax dollars. 
Planners are trained to. investi- 
gate prospective as well as exist- 
ing .development. Hence a new 
school location will provide for 
future needs, both as to, size of 
site and future residential growth 
in the vicinity. 

These and other development 
matters indicate the value of the 
overall or comprehensive nature of 
planning. Each project referred to 
the Town Planning Committee is 
studied in relation to the whole 
community. If a project does not 
fit into the comprehensive plan of 
the community it may have to be 
replaced later by a proper devel- 
opment. This means heavy cost 
that should not have: been incur- 
red, If the project is not so bad 
that it must be replaced later, it 
may still be so inconvenient or in- 
adequate that it is an item of con- 
tinuous expense to the people who 
use it. . : 

A simple definition of town 
planning, might be, “The develop- 
ment and regulation of use of the 
physical forms of the community 
to provide for the people the maxi- 
mum. in convenience, safety and 
“beauty.” 

The good of the people is. the 
objective of town planning. The 
emphasis is on the amenities of 
living conditions and protection of 
property values, rather than ‘on 
restriction. Fhere will necessarily 
be restriction but it will be re- 
striction of the few for the benefit 
of the many. 

Town planning should not be 
imposed on the community by ex- 
perts. It should work up from the 
grass roots. People should get ac- 
quainted. with the basic town plan- 
ning problems affecting the whole 
community and their own neigh- 
borhood. Through their councillors 
and organizations, such as Cham- 
bers of Commerce, Parent-Teacher 
Associations, Service Clubs, Wom- 
en's Institutes, etc., they’ should 
present their views. on these mat- 
ters. Town planning .experts can 
then use their techniques to plan 
developments to meet the desires 
of the people. 

No community can afford to 
carry out an ill-advised project. 
No community can afford to carry 
out ‘a good project ahead of its 
time. It is only through thé help 
of “planning” that a community 
can be reasonably assured of. pro- 
ceeding with well conceived pro- 
jects at the right time and this 
getting the best value for the tax 
‘dollar.

How to hit the 


"speedball" 


Teen age ball players find it ex-| straight in front of you. If they 


tremely difficult to hit a “speed- 
ball” pitch. Here’s why: (1) They 
use the same type of hitting 
stance, swing and footwork that 
they use against ordinary pitch- 
ing. (2) They are afraid of a 
“speedball” and worry about. get- 
ting hit. (3) They swing téo late 
because the co-ordination of eye 
and muscle is not fast. enough. 
Finally, they can’t hit ‘“‘speedball”’ 
pitching because they don’t prac- 


‘| tise hitting against this type of 


pitching enough. 

To avoid these mistakes—stand 
well back in the batter’s box—as 
close to the catcher as_ possible. 
Don't hold’ the bat behind you in 
the ready-to-hit position as far 
back as you do when facing ordi- 
nary pitching. Use a “choke” grip 
on the bat. Use a short, brisk 
swing. Finally, cut down on your 
stride into:the ball. If you stand 
up at the plate and think only of 
watching the ball, you aren’t like- 
ly to get hit—so don’t worry 
about it. 

To get used to “speedball’’! 
pitching have your team: pitcher 
or a pal to pitch as fast as he 
can at you every day for 10 or 15 
minutes. Make him pitch to you 
from closer than the official box. 
Then as you get used to this have 
hirh move closer until he is pitch- 
ing from half the regular distance. 
When you can hit him consistant- 
ly, from this distance you are

Vomiting, however, should not 
be induced when the patient is 
unconscious or when the lips and: 
mouth dre burned. 

An antidote—one pint of milk 
is the simplest—should be .given 
next, except when patient is un- 
conscious. If milk is not available, 
then ‘a pint of water may’ be 
given. Water won't neutralize the 
poison but it does dilute ‘it. 

Although each type of poison 
has its own antidote, milk or 
water is the best antidote for an 
untrained person to. remember for 
general use. 

Here are four other rules’ for | 
the treatment of poisoning. 

1. Place an unconscious patient 
in ‘the prone position with. the 
face turned to one side and not 


resting on a pillow. The prone] 


position also facilitates the start 
of artificial respiration. 

2. Start artificial. respiration in- 
stantly if the breathing is feeble 
or unduly slow. Keep it up until 
a doctor takes charge, 

3. Preserve for the doctor any 
remaining, poison and any vomited 
matter, 

4, Do not give any laxative such 
as castor oil.

GARDEN NOTES— 


Healthy, cultivated garden 
less susceptible to attack 


It is discouraging_to get a fine garden of flowers and 
vegetables nicely growing then have bugs or disease make 
a mess of it. And it is not necessary. True there are a lot 
of garden pests, but for everyone there is a specific cure. 
One is advised to consult a good Canadian seed catalogu’ 
or government bulletin or spray ¢alendar.’ 7 

From these sources of informa- 
tion one can learn the proper 
spray, dust or other method of 
treatment and for a few cents it 
is possible to pretect every sort 
of flower, shrub and vegetable. 
Also in: this connection it is well 
to remember that a healthy, well 
cultivated garden, clean of weeds, 
is far less susceptible to attack 
than the neglected kind. 

Keep it up s 

Much more important than early 
planting is continuing that job 
well into June, or eyen July. One’ 
is making a great mistake and 
robbing himself of lots of fresh 
blooms and vegetables, if he stops 
sowing too early. : 

There is no reason at all why 
such things as peas, corn, beans, 
carrots, beets and sevéral other 
vegetables should not be sown at 
two to three week intervals right 
up to the first week in July. By 
spreading’ out in this way we 
spread out the harvest and _ in- 
crease by many times the yield 
from the average garden. We can 
further spread out by using early, 
medium and late varieties. With 
flowers,’ too, the season of bloom 
can be extended by the same 
method. 

Tender and crisp 

The ‘quicker we-can get our 
vegetables grown to eating size or 
maturity,.the tenderer they will. 
be and the sooner they go on the 
table or in the pot after. that, so 
much the better. With. certain 
things like green peas, garden 
; corn, baby carrots and_ beets, there 
is all the difference in the world 
if they are feally fresh. 

But. the main thing is quick 
growth, especially for those vege- 
tables of. which the roots or topg 
are eaten. Any check in growth, 
is bound to produce a certain 
woodiness or at least toughness. 
The expert gardener. makes sure

The report, issued by C. W. Gil- 
christ, managing director of the 
Canadian Good Roads Association, 
shows that provincial budgets ac- 
count for $426 million of this 
year’s estimated expenditures.
